Claims 1-13, 28 and 29 encompass a genus of compounds defined only by 
their function wherein the relationship between the structural features 
of the members of the genus and said function have not been defined. In 
the absence of such a relationship either disclosed 1n the as-filed 
application or which would have been recognized based upon information 
readily available to one skilled 1n the art, the skilled artisan would 
not know how to make and use compounds that lack structural definition. 
The fact that one could have assayed a compound of interest using the 
claimed assays does not overcome this defect since one would have no 
knowledge beforehand as to whether or not any given compound (other than 
those that might be particularly disclosed in an application) would fall 
within the scope of what is claimed. It would require undue 
experimentation (be an undue burden) to randomly screen undefined 
compounds for the claimed activity. Therefore, the search for claims 
1-13, 28 and 29 has been limited to the examples (Art. 5 and Art. 6 
PCT), Insofar as relating to the first invention. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
Inventions in respect of which no International search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
